The journal of the previous day (Tuesday) was read and approved. 

Hon Valdez, by leave, submitted the following resolution:

On motion of Hon. Valdez, the House took a recess for *10 mi- 
nutes. 

At the expiration of 10 minutes the House was called to order, and 
the joint committee of both Houses announced His Excellency, at the 
door of the House of Representatives, when he was conducted to the 
Speakers Stand. 

Whereupon, the Governor, Abraham Rencher delivered to both 
Houses in joint session hrs second annual message, which as follows :

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council and of the House of Representatives : 

I am happy to maet, on this occasion, the Representatives of the 
people, called together as you have been from all parts of the Territory, 
to consult for the publie good. In the few observations which I am 
about to submit to you, 1 shall confine myself to such measures of le- 
gislation as appear to me most necessary and proper, Vo doubt your 
more intimate knowledge of tae country and its wants will enable you 
tosuply many others equaily necessary and important, . 

There are many sa'*jjeets upon which you have no power whatever to 
legislate, but which are, notwithstanding, of vital importance to the 
Territory. These subjects belong exclusively to the powers and duties 
of the Federal Government, and to which wemust appeal for relief or 
redress of gricvences. Such subjects have been committed into the 
hands of your Delegate in Congress; but who, however able and 
zeacions he may be, will be greatly aided by resolutions and memorials 
from the Legislative Assembly. To these subjects, therefore, 1 shall 
first invite your attention. 

The subject of Indian depredatious is one of promment importatice 
to the people of the Territory. The wrongs which they have suffered 
at the hands of the Indians, ever sinee it was a Territory,; have been 
enough to exhaust both the energies and patience ofany people upon 
earth. They have borne this long suffering with unexampled forbear- 
ance. They have confided in the parental assurances of the Federal 
Government, that as they were,forbidden by law to vindicate their 
own wrongs, the Uuited States would provide for their indemnification. 
"But up to this time the promise has been kept “only to the ear.” By 
the Act of Congress, approved June 30th, 1834, the United States 
guarantee to the injured party. “an eventuat indimanificaten: Pro- 
vided, snch injured party shall uot violate any of the provisions of the 
act, by seeking or attempting lo seek private satisfaction or revenge” 
The people of the Territory have been forbidden to redress their own 
wrongs, and have in consequence been promised an ereutual indemni- 
cation, They have, in many instances, been restrained from the 
lawful pursuit sud re-captnre of their own property, when taken by 
the Indians, from the fear of incurring the displeasure of the Federal 
Government, and of forfeiting their claims upon it. But the re-eapture 
of one’s own property, when token by the Indians, is not seeking or 
attempting to scek private satisfaction , or revenge. It is not only a 
right, but is a duty which belongs to every man, and which the laws of 
the United States do not forbid. I recommexd, therefore, that the 
Legislative Assembly memorialize Congress in the most earnest manner 
to constitute & Board of Commissioners to adjudicate these claims for 
Indian depredations, with a view to that eventual indemnitication which 
has been to long promised by the United States, but which they have 
never performed. 

Of not less importance to the Territory is the subject of private land 
claims, While there is so much uncertainty in Jand titles in the ‘Ter- 
ritory, with no saitahle tribunal to investigate and decide upon them. 
there must be a standstill to the settlement, as well as to the improve- 
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ment of the country. As the law now stands, the Surveyor General 
is directed to report the facts to Congress with his opinion upon them. 
Buta Surveyor General is not oppointed to office with any reference 
to his knowledge of law, and is no supposed to have the legal learning 
so necessary to the investigation apd decision of difficult land titles: 
Congress, therefore, would not take the- opinion of the Surveyor Ge- 
nerol upon questions of law, nor would they be governed by his state- 
ment of facts, which, in the absence of any solicitor on the part of the 
United States, mould necessarily be exparte. The consequence would 
be, that most of the cases would remain for years as the unfinished bus- 
inoss of Congress, and would ultimately have to be sent back here for 
the investigation and decision of a Board o Commissioners. I, there- 
fore, recommend that you memorialize Congress-for the establishment 
of such a Board at once, composed of able and experienced lawyers, 
having time and ability to investigate and decide upon land titles. A 
Board otherwise composed would be worse than worthless—ce;tainly 
much worse than the present system. If thought advisable on the score 
ef economy, such a Board might be charged with the additional duty 
of deciding upon claims for Indian depredations. It could easily dis- 
charge both duties. j 

The Secretary of the Interior, in his last annual report, recommend- 
eda geological survey of this Territory. No small apropriation could 
be of more value to us. Be disclosing the vast mineral resources of 
the Territory, men of capital and enterprise would be atracted to it. 

It is to be hoped therefore that the enlightenend Secretary will 
again press the subject upon the attention of Congress. 

The great improvement made in some of our roads, under the skile- 
fal and efficient direction of Captain McComb, has been the subject of 
general admiration by all who have had occasion to travel over them. 
Some of the most difficult mountain passes have been rendered compa- 
ratively safe and easy. The appropriation was a small one, and its 
benefits of limited extent; but the improvement already made is an 
earnest of what might be done for the Territory by a more hberal ap- 
propriation, evpended under the supervision of so eucellent an officer. 
Theseyimprovements, though made ostensibly for military purposes, 
greatly facilitate intercourse and trade between the various parts of the 
country, and thus promote, to some exteut, all the clemenisof national 
prosperity. The subject, therefore, is recommended to the favourable 
consideration of the Legislative Assembly. 2 

In thus adverting to what has been done and is proposed to he dono 
by other Vepartments of the Federal policy, persued by the Post 
Master Geucral towards this remote Territory, in the great increase of 
our mail fucilties during his administration of the Post Otlice Depart- 
went, These mail fneilties are uot only a blessing to tht vivilzed, 
but they are the civilizer of ihe Savage; and nothing conu:bute more 
to tame and subdue the wild Tudian and add safety to travel across the 
plains, then the frequent and certain transmission of the Mail Stage. 
But may we not huit these mail facilities not only as a present good, 
but as the harbinger of a future and still greater improvement, confi- 
deut thut the erack of the coach whip is to be followed, at no distant 
day, by the shrill and animating whistle of the steam engine. 

You will perceive, trom the unfinished and exposed walls of the New 
Capitol aul Penitentiary, that no appropiation for their completion 
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was mne at the last session of Congress. I hope we shall be more 
rucossful at the present one. Estimates, therefore, have been trans- 
mitted to the Seeretary of the Treasury, with such arguments in favor 
of an additional appropriation as appeared to me just and proper. The 
delay in the construction of these buildings is much to be regretted on 
many accounts They are greatly exposed, and, in their unfinished 
state, nre growiug worse every day. The Penitentiary is especially 
needed, from the unsafe condition of most ofour County jails. Indeed 
many of our criminal laws, in fixing a long term of imprisonment for 
the punishment of convicts, was no doubt framed with reference to ilie 
existence of such an institution. A long term of imprisonmeut in our 
couuty jails, where all are huddled together in idleness and vice, does 
no goôd to the convict, or to the community. Generally 1 oth are in- 
jured by it. If it is the good pleasure of the convict to remain in jail 
till the espiration of his term of imprisonment, he generally comes out 
a worse man, and the community is punished by baving to pay a heavy 
hill of prison fees. Until the Penitentiary he finished, therefore, it is 
well worthy of consideration whether it would not hetter to substitute, 
in most cases, a more summary and certain mode of punishment, in 
place of the long term of imprisonment now imposed by Jaw. Iam 
told that the corporal punishment, inflicted for what are known us in- 
famous offences, under the lat law establishing the county courts, has 
had a salutary effect wherever it has gone into operation. I doubt uot 
its extension to convictions for similsr offenses in the Superior Courts, 
wonld be equally salutary. 

Upon my arrival here, I found the Old Palace uninhabitable, and 
much of it falling into rains. Upon representing these facts to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and requesting that he would allow me to 
nyply $2,500 of the Legislative fund to its repair, in persuance of the 
law of 1852, he promptly made the order; and J have made the repairs 
which I hope may be satisfactory. The Hail of Representatives has 
been transferred to this end of the Palace, because more suitable for 
legislation; and for the further reason that, according to the plan of 
the New Capitol when finished, this end of the Old Palace is to be re- 
moved fur the purpose opening a street leading to it. Thischange will 
then produce no inconvenience tothe House of Representatives, as they 
will have been better provided for. The sum asked was not sufficient 
to complete the repair, but I doubt notthe able Secretary, upon n fur- 
ther application, will authorize a sufficient amount for so just aud pro- 
per a purpose. 

Having thas disposed of our Federal relations, I. must now invite 
your attention to sublects nearer home, and which fall exclusively nnder 
your own jurisdiction. Among these the most important is the finan- 
cial condition of the Territor- I snbinit herewith the Report of che 
Treasurer, and that of Auditor of public accennts. From these reports 
it appears that the amount of warrants drawn upon the treasnry, du- 
ring the fiscal year ending the J5th of November 1858, was in round 
numbers $5,715, while the amonnt of cash received for the seme year 
Was $8,767, making a surplus of receipts over expenditures for the 
year of $2.054. The public debt, outstanding at the commencement 
of the year, was $9,872. From this sum deduct $3054, the smount of 
reccipts over expenditures for the year, and it will leave a balance òf 
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$3,318, being the debt of the Territory outstanding on the 15th. day 
of November 1858. The amoant of eash received, for the fiscal year 
ending the 15th, of November 1857, was 87,604. But a portion of 
the revenue accruing during that year was tot peul in consequence of 
the default of certain collectors, and was paid during the last fiscal year 
and appears in the amount of receipts for that year, So that, in fact 
there was no increase of revenue during tho lest ficca] year, and there- 
fore no inorease of revenue ander the lute revenue law. It appear that 
the expenditnres were diminished during the last year to the amount 
of 88.054 This has arisen, in part, from the repeal of the law rela- 
tive to the territorial prison, and partly from the failure to hold courts 
ofjustice in some parts of the Territory, and from my inability to ob- 
tain suitable prosecuting attorneys, in consequeuce of the great depre- 
ciation of territorial warrants. J must, therefore, call your attention 
again to the necessity of raising additio nal revenue from some quarter. 
Society can not exist without Government, and the machinery of go- 
vernment can not be kept in motion with out expense. Good govern- 
ments do not come to us like the dews of heaven, without money and 
without price. If we would have our lives and our property protect- 
ed, wo must pay some Ilttle to support the Government which does it, 
The tax thus laid for the support of Government should be as light as 
possible, and paid by all alike, according ta the amount of property 
owned bv each. ‘To impose the whole burthen of taxation upon a few 
for the eommon benefit of all, would be unjust and anti-republiean — 1, 
therefore, commend the report of the auditor. upon this subject, to tho 
favorable consideration of the Legislative Assembly. 

The public debt ofthe Territory is very small, It does not equal 
the revenue of a single year; and yetit so happeus, that most of those 
who hold Teritorial warrants must lose ono half their amount to get 
the other half in cash. Many of these warrants have been outstanding 
for years, because the holders were not willing to make such a sacrifice, 
andin the hope that the Territo:y would soon redeem them in good 
faith. If therefore the Legislative Assembly is notable to provide 
means for paying the whole debt as fast as it is presented, I recom- 
mend that provision be made for paying all warrants, bath Territori- 
aland County, atthe Treasury of each, according to their date. This 
would be both just and proper. Ifyou could not pay him this year, he 
would be cortain of it next, nnd would wait with patience. As it now 
is, he may wait half his life t'me, and still have to sacrifice his warrant; 
aud this too when the whole debt of the Territory is not one year’s re- 
venue, This injustice done to your public creditor calls loudly on you 
for redress. Ik you can not do him fall justice, in God's name do it as 
near as you can not pay him this year, give the assurance that is sball 
be done the next. I 

The office of Attorney General, and those of the two Circuit At- 
torneys are all vacant, I have not been able to obtaing any suitable 
and competent lawyers to hold those appointments in consequence, no 
doubth, of the.smal remuneration attached to them. The salaries 
thoug nominally suficient, have beeu rendered jnadequte by the great 
depreciation of Territorial warrants. A provision of law, similar to 
the one obove reeymimen-led, would doubtless bring them at once ta. 
par value, or near'y so, und the appointments would then be more ac 
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ecptable. Dut is not necessary that these appointments should be in 
separate hands, and it would be better io blend them in the same 
person. The salary would then be desirable, aud euable the Governor 
to appoint to the office of Attorney General, a gentleman of talents 
aud integrity equal to its responsible and important duties, 

I my last annual message, I felt it my unpleasant duty to animad- 
vert upon the mutilated condition of our judicial system. Under a 
construction given to a law of Congress, courts have been authorized 
to be holden as heretofore, in all the connties. For some years past, 
the Territory bas suffered from this derangement in her judicial system. 
For courts of justice were held at only three points throughout this 
extensive Territory, and two thirds of the counties were deprived of 
courts altogether. The injustice and hardship of such a system were 
too great for indurance, and upon a representation of it to congress, 
two or three years, we have been comparatively without courts; aud 
for the last year, but for our learned und indefatigable Chief Justice, 
weshould have been altozether without Judges. In many parts of 
the Territory, the people have been left to themselves, and it ig & 
pleasing evidence of their law-abiding and orderly character, that there 
has not been more violence and disorder. 1 am happy therefore, if 
it be considered necessary, that provision be made by law for remand- 
ing all causes, now in the District Courts, to the counties to which they 
properly belong, so that thoy may be ready for trial at the next term 
of the court. 

In consequencion of the restoration of the Circuit Courts to all the 
counties of the Territory, it may be thought advisable to remodel-the 
law establishing the County Courts. In a free government like ours, 
I consider cowuty courts a valuable institution; but in the financial 
con tition of the Territory, and most of the counties, the expense of two 
jury courts may bo thought too burthensome. If so, 2 recommend 
thas the jury be dispeused with, and that the court remain, as a Court 
cf Probate and Registration. holding and exercising all the powers 
heretofore held and exercised by the Judge cf Probate, Without 
addiug to the expence of the court of probate, this would add greatly 

to its value aud efficiency. The powers exercised by the Judge of 
Probate, are among the more sacred and important that belong to us 
as a community. They effect the interest both of the living and of 
the dead, andthe order, improvement aud character of the county, 
and of our oounty towns, depend mainly on the manner in which the 
court of Probate exercises its various and important powers. 

I have only oue other suggestion, and I am done. The best of 
Jaws are made to little purpose unless there is sufficient virtue and in- 
tegrity in the community to see that they are extended Leyes sine mo- 
ribus sunt vani, was the sentiment of a great statesman of antiquity. 
Indeed, laws however good in themselves, if allowed to be constantly 
and openly vielated with impunity, become worse than useless, be- 
cause they often [ead to the violation of other laws, under the hope 
aud relief that they too are made to be violated, If* therefore you 
find upon ‘the statue book, Jaws which you believe to be good, but 
which you kuow to be habitually violated, you should add such pe- 
nalties to the violation of thé law, and inflict-such punishment upon 
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ful pr dic oficera, as will insure, if possible, the execution fof 
y. But tf, after all, society is so demoralized, and sworn public 
cfiicers so wanting in integrity, that the law cannot he inforeed and 
ih» vice suppressed, it wonld be better to repeal the law altogether, 
aud not allow ourselves to be guilty of the double shame of tolerating 
bath the vice, and the open violation of thelaw which was wisely but 
vinly intended for its suppression. - 
Tn eoselision let us invoke the guidiance of that Divine Being, 
who bolls in his hands the destiny of nations, that he wonld bring all 
our labours for the public good, to a happy and sucessful termination.

To the Honse of Representatives 
of the Territory of New Mexico: 

In reply to the resolution of the Houses of Representatives, calling 
for information on the subject of Military Roads in this Territory, I 
have the honor herewith to submit to the House of Répresensatives a 
letter and report from Captain Sohn A. Macomb, Topographical En- 
gineer of the United States Army, in charge of these roads, which will 
furnish all the information sought for by -the House of Representati- 
ves. : : 

In reply to the resolution calling for the Estimates and arguments, 
transmitted by me to the Secretary ofthe Treasury, in favour of the 
completiou of the Publie Buildings in the Territory, I have the honor 
to state that the Estimates for tlie completion ofthe New Capitol and 
Penitentiary were made with mnch care by Judge ;Houghton, Super- 
intendent of Public Buildings, and under whom they have been thus 
far constructed. His Estimates, with the reasons for them, are given 
in detail and at great length, but I do not nuderstand that the House 
desire his entire Report. If they do, it can be furnished. 

His final estimates are as follows : : 

For the completion of the New Capitol $60.000 


For the completion of the Penitentiary, 

With the outer wall of adobes, $12,000 
Withthe outer wall of stonc, ` $23,400 
With 32 instead of 16 cells, $33,400 


It thus appears that the amount necessary to complete the Penitei- 
tiary, will depend on the manner in which itis be finished, If fini-h- 
ed according to the originäl- plan, with am outer wall of adobes au. 
only 16 cells, it will require only $12,000 to .finish it. Ifthe outer 
wall is built of stone, it will require $23.400 and if the number of 
cells is 32 instead of 16, it will require 819,000 in addition, Judge 
Houghton in his Report recommended the largest estimate, but, ju 
transmitting it to the Secretary of the Treasury, I stated that I con- 
curred with himin opinion in every thing except in the enter wall, 
which I thought might very well be built of adobes insíead of stone, 
if linie mortar were used instead of mud in its construction. This 
wonld only add about 15 iper cent to the ccst, and would 
make a substantial and durable wall; and the Penitentiary would be 
sooner completed. If my süggesiion.should be adopted, ‘the: amount 
necessary, to complete the:Penitentiarv, with 32 instead of:16 cells, 
will be $38,800. I strongly advised the removal of the Penitentisry: 
to a more suitable place; but I suppose the Secretary will not consert 
to it, in consequence of tke large amount of money already spent upon 
it. ) : j 

The great objection, in Congress, to any further appropriation’ to- 
complete. these: Buildinsg, is made on the ground, that the large 
amount of money heretofore appropriated has been wastefully and 
improperly expended.

I have received "the Resolutiontof the Legislative Assembly, 
requesting me to inform them how far I have complied with the Reso- 
lation of the Legislative Assembly of 1851—58, which requested the 
Governor to ascertaiü:the- extent of “théigreweds appertaining to the 
Palace, and to take possession of the same as Territorial property: 

In reply to which I have the honor to state for the information of 
the Legislative Assembly, that soon after the adjournment of the last 
Legislature, in obedience te their request, I made enquiry of the oldest 
and most respectable inhabitants of the Territory, as to the extert of 
the-grounds which had always been considered as appertaining to the 
Palace. From the scources.of.anformationiit appears that the! grognds 
appertaining to- the Palace embraced all-the openispaee: immedititely 
iv. the rear of the Palace and about one third part-of the. Government 
Corral adjoining it. To etablish these facta, I-took:tbeiTeatimedy of 
the Honorable Donacio Vigil, President of the- Council ¿anti Ameristua 
Durán, formerly Collector of Customs for the Territory, and had their 
certificates properly authenticated. and: filed .among,,the! arehives of 
the-Department, with other.doesments omthe samesubjeet, font future 
une if found necessary. From: this evidenee it appears that-the-Pálece 
and grounds adjacent, to the extent above named, had always been 
occupied and cultivated by the Civil Governos,of the. Territory ven · 
ever. there Was- one, to the exclusion of all others. 

These grounds have been - partially: occupied; for soma vc Dat) hy 
the Military Department of the Government, but upon, ubmittfiasg the ` 
evidence above referred to, to the Head ef- the. Muff Dahartaent 
fot this Territory, the ground in rear of the Palace was puitondensd te 
me, as Civil Governor of the Territory, which, II dur Pe parnai 
as a garden, and which 1 shall haveincloséd with: the Palsce; 
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I did not think it proper to make any difficulty with tie Military

completion of the New Capitol, Isuppose these corrals will he removed, 
when the Garden appertaining to the Palace may be extended to its 
ancients limits withoutany difficulty.
